Dr. Sidney W. Benson, of the Stanford Research Institute, will speak on the 
subject "Bond Dissociation Energies, Chemical Reactivity and Molecular Structure."

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GW'S SINO-SOVIET INSTITUTE TO BE 
HEADED BY FRANZ MICHAEL 

Franz Michael, noted expert in Chinese history and Far Eastern affairs, 
has been named director-elect of George Washington University's Institute for 
Sino-Soviet Studies to succeed the current director, Kurt London, who will retire 
next July 1. 

Under Dr. London, its founder, the Institute became one of the foremost 
centers in the nation for the study of China, Russia and Eastern Europe. 

Dr. Michael, 62, has been associate director of the Institute since he 
joined its staff in 1964. He also is a professor of Chinese history and 
international affairs and chairman of the Research Colloquium on Modern China. 

A specialist in nineteenth-century China and in Sino-Soviet relations, 
he has testified several times before various subcommittees of the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee. At present he is undertaking a study of China for the State 
Department and the Arms Control and Disarmament Agency. 

Before coming to GW, Dr. Michael was assistant director and acting 
director of the Far Eastern and Russian Institute at the University of Washing¬ 
ton in Seattle, where he taught for 23 years. He also was chairman of the 
Modern Chinese History Project, the first interdisciplinary research program in 
the field. 
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FRANZ MICHAEL TO HEAD SINO-SOVIET INSTITUTE 

From 1933 to 1938 he worked and studied in CHina as a professor at the 
National Chekiang University in Hangchow. After' thfe outbreak of hostilities 
in World War II he accompanied the university on its march to inland China. 

In 1938 he left China and came to the United States. From 1938 to 1942 
he taught Chinese affairs and European history and engaged in research at 
Johns Hopkins University. 

He takes frequent research trips to Japan and the Far East. 

Dr. Michael is the author of numerous articles and has written or contri¬ 
buted to more than 25 books, including The Origin of Manchu Rule in China , The 
Far East in the Modern World and The Taiping Rebellion: Vol. I: History (volumes 
II and III, Documents and Commentary , are to be released soon). He recently 
finished the manuscript for a book on The Era of Hao Tse-tung . 

A native of Freiburg, Germany, Dr. Michael studied medieval history, law 
and political science and specialized in Chinese studies at the universities 
of Freiburg, Hamburg and Berlin. In 1933 he received his doctorate at the 
University of Freiburg. He became an attache in the German foreign office that 
year but left because of Hitler's assumption of power in the German government.

Charles E. Diehl, associate director of the facilities and housing research 
department of the Stanford Research Institute, has been appointed Assistant 
Vice President in the office of the Vice President and Treasurer of George 
Washington University, effective Jan. 1. Diehl succeeds H. John Cantini, who 
was named Vice President for Administration at GW in September. 

Diehl is a registered professional engineer, having received a Bachelor of 
Architectural Engineering degree from the Catholic University of America in 
19^8 and a Bachelor of Civil Engineering degree from Rensselaer Polytechnic 
Institute in 1952. In 1962, he received a Master of Business Administration 
from George Washington. 

Prior to accepting his present position in 1966, Diehl was employed as 
a vice president and director of management planning for John Carl Warnecke and 
Associates. From I 96 I-I 965 , he served as a management systems consultant for 
the Civil Engineer Corps, the Bureau of Yards and Docks, and the U.S. Navy. He 
has also worked as a public works officer for the Naval Supply Center in Pearl 
Harbor and in a similar capacity for the Marine Corps Air Station in Quantico. 

Diehl is a retired commander of the Civil Engineer Corps, U.S. Navy, and 
a member of the National Society of Professional Engineers, the Society of 
American Military Engineers, Tau Beta Pi, and the Washington Building Congress.

JULIAN BOND TO SPEAK AT GWU 

Julian Bond, a member of the Georgia House of Representatives, will speak 
at The George Washington University on Monday, December 15, 1969, at 3:30 p.m. 
in the university's Lisner Auditorium. His appearance is open to the public. 

A 50# donation will be asked for admission. The event is sponsored by the 
Speakers Committee of the George Washington University Center. 

In the Georgia House, Mr. Bond serves as a member of the Education, 
Insurance and State Institutions and Properties Committees. He holds membership 
in the Southern Correspondents Reporting Racial Equality Wars. (SCRREW.) 

He was born in Nashville, Tenn. He entered Morehouse College in Atlanta 
in 1957* In April, i 960 , he helped to found the Student Nonviolent Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC). That summer he Joined the staff of a newly formed Atlanta 
weekly Negro newspaper, the Atlanta Inquirer , as a reporter and feature writer. 
He later became managing editor. In January, 1961, Bond left Morehouse to 
Join the Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee staff as communications 
director, a position he held until September, 1966 . 

He was first elected to a seat created by reapportionment in the Georgia 
House of Representatives in 1965 and finally took the oath of office on January 
9, 1967, after a series of events culminating in a U.S. Supreme Court ruling in 
his favor in December, 1966 . 

He was nominated for Vice President at the 1968 Democratic National 
Convention but withdrew his name because of his age. 
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His poems and articles have appeared in Negro Digest , Motive, Rights and 
Reviews, Life, Freedomways , Ramparts , Beyond the Blues , New Negro Poets , 
American Negro Poetry , and The Book of Negro Poetry . 

He has been a Research Associate of the Voter Education Project, and is a 
Visiting Fellow of the Metropolitan Applied Research Center of New York City. 
He is an honorary trustee of the Institute of Applied Politics.

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GASP GROUP GRANTED PRE-HEARING CONFERENCE 
IN FIGHT'AGAINST BUS COMPANIES 

George Washington University law students who formed a non-profit corporation 
(GASP) to fight air pollution caused by fume emissions of the Washington area 
buses are one step closer to the hearing they requested in a complaint filed 
in August. On Nov. 28, the Washington Area Transit Commission denied motions 
to dismiss a formal complaint against the bug companies and ordered a pre- 
hearing conference "to better define the specific matters and issues" which 
the Transit Commission may wish to take evidence on at a subsequent formal 
public hearing. 

In addition to charging the bus companies with air pollution, the complaint 
also sought enactment of specific additional rules to prevent aggravation of 
air pollution problems in the District of Columbia. Seven of the sixteen 
companies involved filed formal answers, and six of those seven included motions 
to dismiss. 

In their motions to dismiss, the bus companies urged a number of reasons 
why, in their opinion, a hearing should not be held. For example, the motion 
states "that federal authorities, those of every state, and many foreign groups, 
are studying the air pollution problem." The Transit Commission, in the order, 
replied, "we see no reason, why this fact should provide a basis for dismisal. 
Indeed, we should be able to make use of any finding made by others which might 
be relevant to Washington area problems." 
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The motion further states that the cost of any investigation would be 
burdensome on bus riders and the companies. "However," the Transit Commission 
said, "we have it in our power to assure that the costs of any investigation 
or any action required will be only those costs which are reasonable in 
relation to the problem." 

In the companies' view, regulation of diesel buses will have little effect 
on the total air pollution problem, and would be discriminatory in light of 
the other presently existing unregulated polluters in the area. Again, in 
the order, the Commission replies, "we do not feel that this contention provides 
any ground for dismissal. If within our powers, reasonable action to deal with 
pollution is possible, that action should be taken." 

The GASP complaint was brought "on behalf of all those entitled to the 

full benefit, use and enjoyment of clean-itir-in the Washington Metropolitan 
Area," and it alleged that D.C. area buses "constantly emit excessive amounts 
of smoke and other obnoxious and harmful elements into the air of the 
Metropolitan Area in violation of WMATC regulations." 

After mentioning the adverse health effects of air pollution, the complaint 
cites specific commission regulations which are alledgedly violated by the 
emission of exhaust. Complainants also list six specific remedies which the 
Commission may order to reduce the exhaust. 

The bus companies further claimed that there is no reason to believe that 
the public finds bus exhaust to be "obnoxious." GASP, however, intends to 
file petitions containing more than 1000 signatures as well as more than 100 
letters from concerned metropolitan area citizens supporting the claim that 
the bus exhaust of the D.C. area is indeed offensive.
